Colu mbu s was preparing 
to 
wel­ 
come 100,000 v eterans of the Civ il W ar 
to the twenty -second national encam p­ 
ment of the Grand Army of the Repu b­ 
lic. Then the blu e-coated hordes swept 
into Colu mbu s from ev ery section of 
t he cou ntry . 
On Tu esday , Septem ber 11, 1888, 
was held the greatest parade in the 
history of the city . 
Leading the col­ 
u mns of stu rdy civ il w arriors 
were 
General William Tecu m seh Sherman 
and ex -President Ru therford B. Hay es. 
The soldiers marched with firm step 
and clear ey e. 
The day w as theirs. A 
half hu ndred bands and dru m corps 
resou nded martial mu sic ¿while the 
tread of thou sands of feet beat in 
cadence on the cobblestones of High 
street. 
T he procession was miles in 
length and took hou rs and hou rs to 
pass the rev iewing 
stand 
in 
E ast 
Broad street. 
Commander-in-Chief 
Rea, 
General 
Sherm an and ex -President H ay es and 
official staff left the colu mn at the re­ 
v iewing stand while the long, steadily 
marching colu mns continu ed on. 
The fifty -third national G. A. R. en­ 
cam pm ent nex t week will probably be 
the last ev er held by th,9 v eterans of 
y ears gone by . 
Instead of mammoth camps, neces­ 
sary y ears ago to accom m odate the 
thou sands of soldiers, Colu mbu s today 
was throwing open its hom es to the 
Civ il W ar v eterans who began pou ring 
into the city on ev ery train.
